Leaks confirm change iri benefits fraud policy

Court asked 
if TV 
programme 
led to death

Early next month the Higher 
Court of Amiens will decide 
whether a programme an tele- 
vision and in particular its 
presenter can be held respon- 
siblê for the suicide of a viewer. 

Pierre Bellemare, a television 
entertainer, has been accused of 
the unintentional manslougher 
of Colonel Renê Comte, a 
rerired and much decorated war 
veteran, oni the grounds that a& 
broadcast in 1973 led the 
colonel! to commir suicide. 

The action has been brought 
by Colonel Camte’s widow, after 
seven years of proccdural 
wrangling, ineluding a decision 
that there were no grounds for 
prosecution—and the rejection 
of two appeals before the Cour 
da Cassation—the highest 
appeal tribunal ir France. 

Howcver. Mme Comte’s per- 
sisrence led ro the anpointment 
of three intestigating magis« 
trates, and the transfer of the 
case to the Amiens court. 

M Bellemare, who is a popu- 
lar enterrainer, devoted one of 
his programmes to a conflict 
between Cn!onel Comte and a 
neighbourirg farmer. Wirth his 
wife. Colonel Comte had gone 
t live in a village of the 
Samme. Thair rcziszhbour, M 
Michel Levert, decided to set up 
an_ industrial pig farm, 

Taken to court, the farmer 
was ordered to vay 15.000 
francs (about £1,500) damages 
to the colonel, who had also 
insisted on the demolition of 
the pigrery. .„ 

The farmer ther appealed to 
M HEellemare for help. The 
entertainer then devoted his 
programme to the affair and in 
the course of ir, the mayor af 
tke village used words which 
the colonel took to mean as an 
imputation of cowardice for

A few days later the colonel 
shot himself in the head. He 
left a letter to his lawyer

Ir has taken the Jaw six 
years to establish who was to 
blame for a pit disaster at 
Lieven in the Pas de Calais in 
which 42 miners were killed by 
an explosion in December, 1974. 
The Bethune court, which tried 
the case last aururnn, gave itsAf 
two months to reach a verdict. 

It has found the local direc- 
tor of the mine, M Augustin 
Coquide, guilty of manslaughter 
and fined him 10,000 francs 
(£900). The Nord and Pas de 
Calais collieries were also 
declared to be civilly respons- 
ible for the explosion. 

But the court dismissed '& 
case against M Andrê-Claude 
Lacoste, the chief engineer of 
the Mining Bureau, and M Max 
Hecquet, the general director 
of the collieries at the time, 
which was brought by tte 
CFDT trade tmion organization 
and some of the families of the 
victims. 

The public prosecusor last 
November, in his summing uP, 
said that there had been 
breaches of the rules and ton- 
ditions at ‘the pit which made 
M Coquide penally responsible.

Moreover Gertie had 
missed the dress rehearsal on 
account of laryngitis, and had 
already been replaced. at that 
performance {as at so many 
others she was later tû be) by 
her old friend and understudy 
from the Charlot revues Con- 
stance Carpenter, wilo thus 
became perhaps the first 
understudy in history to go onu 
for a star even before the show 
had actually opened.

Originally. Hammerstein had 
hoped that Josh Logan, who

But stil they bad no. King 
and they, therefore, began audi-

Back in New York that 
autamn,. she made a few per- 
sonal appearances to help The 
Glass Menagerie on irs way, bur 
her tine was now increasingly 
being taken up with costume 
firings and prerehearsal pre- 
parations for The King and I. 
With the start of the Korean 
War, Aldrich had been called 
back iato Naval Intelligence and 
sent to Washington, so she was 
now alone again in New York 
and available for constant cast’ 
ing and ather discussiorıs on the 
new show. 

The first idea for the King 
had been. Rex Harrison, who 
had already played the part on 
film bur (this was six years 
before My Fair Lady) he was 
unenthusiastic about his chances

. any. case already committed to 


an ‘Edinburgh Festival and Lon’ 
don run of T. S. Eliors The 
Cocktail Party. 

The Holtzmann office also 
made vague overtures to Noël 
who, of all people, Gertie would 
miost.like to haye played oppo- 
site; but he was not about to 
commit himself to a long rum in 
somebody else's musical {he 
was also to turn down My Fair 
Lady in later years) and msan- 
while Richard Rodgers was sUg- 
gesting Alfred Drake, his Okla- 
homa 1 hero, who had just had 
another big success in Kiss Me 
Kate, 

Drake, however, was willing 
to sign for only six months, and 
by now the production had al- 
ready grown tû the point whêrè 
a run of years. rather than 
months ‘had to be economically 
envisaged. Aldrich himself had 
refused to take on the role of 
prodücer, ‘sicking to his old 
belief in not confusing private 
with professioaal partnerships, 
and as a result The King and Î 
was to become a Rodzers and 
Hammerstein presentation. The 
team they built for ir during 
this autumn of 1950 was one of 
the greares: and .most distin- 
guished that Broadway had ever

- Here was a project Oscar and I 
could really believe in, ard we 
mnotfied Fanny that we were 

- ready tO go tO work. 

The King. and I was now 
under way; the Holtzmann 
office announced the project 3$ 
a vehicle for Gêrtie to open on 
Broadway early in 1951, which 
gave Rodgers and Hammerstein 
time to write and Gertie herself 
the unknown luxury of a year 
off with no need to worry about 
what was going to happen at 
the end of it From several 
vaguely unsatisfactory postwar 
months in London and Holly- 
wood her career had takên 
another of its sudden Jurches 
upwards, to the point where she 
was able to announce that 
Rodgers and Hammerstein were 
writing her.a musical. Erhel 
Merman aud Mary Martin had 
never been so Jucky. 


That summer of 1950 Gerrie 
ed on the Cape, playing 
housewife and doing a ecuple of 
weeks in what was to prove her 
ast part there, Beatrice in the 
comedy Traveller? Joy. She 
also spent a £ood deal of time 
that year playing weekend 
hostess to the Aldrich New 
England clan and the various 
actors who worked the theatre, 
knitting mittens for Bernard 
Shaw in the forlorn hope he 
would give her rhe Broadway 
rights to’ Doctors Dilemma, and 
organizing picnics for sui 
special guests as Bea Lillie and 
Robert Flemyng. She then took 
part in a çabaret at one of her 
husband's Harvard College 
reuwmions and even Jearnr to 


certainly for themselves, All the 
rest is memory, alded perhaps 
by a few scratchy gramophone 
recordings. The poten of 
cheap music has proved far 
stronger than even they could 
ever have suspected. 

Soan after Tonight at 8.30 (a 
sequence of nine ope-act plays 
performed in alternating sers of 
three) Gertie settled in America, 
married for the second time and 
became Mrs Richard Aldrich, 
wife of a Broadway producer 
who also ran a summer theatre 
up on Cape Cod where they 
made their home. 

During the war she returned

efficient New York lawyer 
who. also acted as .

This fairly revolutionary idea 
(few actresses had ever actually 
commissioned a musica) would, 
assuming it could be made to 
work, have certain distinct ad- 
vantages: Gertie would not just 
be another hired hand, but in 
ar the very wrapping of the 
package and therefore artistic- 
ally and financially very much 
more strongly placed.

By the spring of 1950 Fanny 
bad all this worked out; what 
she still lacked was any idea 
ar all as to what the show 
might be.

Petér Tegel's The Choice, first 


broadcast and repeated on Radio 
4 in October 1978, received a 
second repeat Sunday a week 
ago—which, was also my first 
hearing of it.

The trail Jeads on past the

The ald Grist Mill at Kenne- 
bunkport -was built in 1749 and 
for more than two centuries 
was owned and operated by a 
family named ‘Perkins. There, 
one crisp afternoon in Novem- 
ber, 1 learnt the story of how 
the Perkins and Harding 
families took refuge within irs 
stour walls when Indians 
attacked the little sertrlement 
and how Stephen Harding 
escaped to bring a relief force 
from nearby Storer’s Garrison. 


Jn the tradition .„ such 
episodes they arrived ir the 
nick of time. : 


The mill is now a restaurant 
serving, among other items, 
such local specialities as baked 
Indian pudding and a concoc- 
tion called johnny cake which I

It is an intriguing thought 
that this debt muy still exist 
berween him and grandmaster 
Balashov of the USSR if indeed 
the latter is a descendant nf 
this prince. Equally, thar very 
talemed young Sorier grand- 
masrer Yusupov may be a rela. 
tive of the Prince Yusupay who 
was connected with Rasputin's 
death. 

„T1 have taken these rather 
bizarre facts from a most enter. 
taining article by the late 
Freddy Reilly in the December 
1980 number of the British 
Chess Mupgazine which is the 
100th December issue of that 
magazine, This is a unique 
record in the field of chess 
magazines since no other such 
magazine has had a consecutive 
non-stop run of a hundred years, 

Freddy Reilly's article gives 
an account of the development 
of the magazine over the hun- 
dred years, embellished by 
ınany similar colourful ‘and 
even extraordinary facts, that 
could well serve as a sort of 
picaresque romance of which 
the hero was and is the maga- 
zine itself. Or ir could be re 
garded as a kind of progressive 
panorama of national and world 
chess. 

.In 1896, and right up to the 
First World War, rhe annual 
subscriprion was eight shillings. 
Now it is £9.60 and again the 
influence of inflaton makes 
one realize jt is cheaper now 
than it was in the 1890s. 

During its long history it has 

assed through many crises; 

ut no matter how desperate 
the situation has seemed it has 
somehow or other and by the 
exercise of the most gallant 
efforts managed to survive, Way 
back. in December 1908 the 
ediror coined a potent phrase 
which had to be used many 
times: “ More subscribers, more 
chess ”" and it has always been 
on the side of tle angels where 
British chess is concerned. 

It has always been regarded 
as a serious publication but 
that it has also had its gay 
and amusing moments is amply 
demonstrated by Freddy Reilly's 
well chosen excerpts. For 
example, in the 1929 yolume 
“on the tiny island of _ Brioni

Madras is best known for 
swami or embossed work with 
buxom opulence sll of its own, 
Aagnificent dancing girls are a 
favourite subject as well as 
gods irom the Hindu pantheon, 
especially the jovial elephanc 
boy Ganesha. Ir is strange to 
sec so much of this work on 
lockers and bracelets in the 
late Victorian style, quite 
obviouzly made for the Euro- 
pean market. Those jewels with 
miniatures of Mogul rulers or 
their palaces ser in borders of 
filigree or babul buds come 
into the same category and 
were probably made for rhe 
wives of soldiers and civil sêr- 
YANtsS. 8 

During the 1820s Indian jew- 
clry was suddenly discovered 
by the “aesthetic” English- 
woman and there was something 
of a vogue about it. 2 

Again, in the 1920s it 
appealed to the naive romanti- 
cism of a time when the, 
Orient was still remote and in- 
accessible, and firms like 
Cartier would revamp Indian 
Jewels, embellishing them with 
lirtle art deco touches and pro- 
Yiding 1hem with more service. 
able fittings and fastenings. 


Fashion still has a lot to do 
with the availability of good 
Indian jewelry and prices fluc- 
tuare cnormously.

were discavered, for the crafts 
man to imitate these pleasinz 
shapes in gold and. silver and 
precious stones, 

In south india we find nec! 
Jaces of .nutmegs, corianders 
end almonds richiy fashioned 
in rubies and zold. All over 
rhe country jewels are worn 
which represent garlands of 
flowers, particularly the fra. 
grant Rolden champa which 
Jecorates Hindu remp'es. The 
buds of the banul from which 
gurm arabic is made are mira- 
culously imitated Db: fire 
globes of gold bristling with 
uny spicules. 


As ın the West, the marriage 
band is symbolized by jewels 
which rary trom region :0 
region. This is not simply 
charming custom for i 
husband dies the twido: 


nfwen cruelly deprived o 
jewels. Iu the north she must 
smash her glass bunglcs ard 
remove her nose ring. 

The latter must be a canst 
derable relief a; nose 
often nf formidable size, som 
Umes reaching below the chin.

The Daurattan is a magical con- 
figuration of nine gems which 
might include ruby, diamond, 
opal, emerald, coral, pearl, cats 
eve, hessonite garnet and sap- 
phire, each stone chosen fur its 
specific virtues or to counteract 
the eril influence of a different 
planet. Men were just as iund 
of jewels as women and often 
wore the nauratran as a bazu- 
band, bound to the upper arm 
wirh tassels, Pilgrims wore a 
Jeaf-shaped pendant in gold with 
the footprints of Krishna on 
one side and a sacred inscrip- 
tion on the other. These are 
sometimes sold at auction and 
make around £100. 


Earrings come in many 
designs: the superb kharan- 
phul jumkha is a fringed 


cupola hanging from a chry- 
santhemum-shaped surmoıtnt. 
Few European women could or 
would wear a pair in these 
austere times because of their 
size, so that it might be pos- 
sible to purchase a good exam- 
ple quite reasonably. Bracelets, 
too, are often worn in pairs.

That is vihy 
they did not simply make the 
party a denartmenı of the 
Trac Union Congress, way 
they built in tbe checks and 
balances, ` carefully preserved 
the rights of the PLP and of 
Labour MPs. 


1n the 1960s there is no douht 
that our constitution is in need 
af revisi It i< a scandal thal 
the individual membzrs af the 
party have so little sav in 
haw it is run. Moves to "onz

Since then, campaigns 
t reform Clauses V on the 
manifesto. to change the 
method of electing the party 
leader and for district Labour 
parties to control Labour 
council] groups have all fol 
lawed. Mnves to expel right 
wingers like the Social Demo- 
ceratit Alliance hare nor been 
mirrored hy any similar action 
anairst lefwwing extremis!s, 
even those who have publicly 
attacked Labour election candi- 
dates. 

Th2 National Executive hesf- 
tai?s even to apply its own 
constitution. Clause 2 makes 
membership of political organi- 
zations. “haring their own 
prngramme, principles and 
palicy for distinctive and sepa- 
rate properanda ” incompatible 
with membership of the Labour 
Party, Unquestionably the Mili. 
taot Tendency is such an or4ani- 
zation, but this the National 
Executive will aot even discuss. 

The party's structure did need 
reforming. The heavy-handed 
drmination of the big right-wing 
urvons over the NEC im the 
1930s was stifling and unrepre- 
sentative. But the constitution 
was not svstematically changed 
dzliberatelv to disadvantage 
one side of the party. 

Sadiy none of the so-called 
reforms was intended to make 
the parry germuinely more damıo- 
cratic. At every stage of this 
weary process those fighting 
back have been too few. Ar 
every stage the majority in the 
Parliamentary Party and many 
union leaderş have sought to 
comnromise, just as TI did in the 
beginning over reselection. The 
compromises do not stick; they 
are nart of the salami tactics of 
cuttin back the moderates 

Today there is no room Jeft 

for compromise. The party is 
on the brink of changing its 
character utterly, of ceasing to 
be committed to socialism by 
parliamentary democracy. Many 
still believe the cracks can be 
papered’ over with yet another 
deal.

‘Return of hostages 
from Iran

Sir, In view of what has now been 
learnt abaur the treaıment of the 
United States hostages in Iran, it 
is somewhat surprising thar your 
leader, “The United Srares is 
pledged " (January 23), draws the 
conclusion that ıe hostage question 
falls outside the subject matter of 
the United Nations Charter on the 
snmewhar narrow ground çhar “the 
proper trextment of diplomats and 
taking . foreigners hostage" is not 
covered by the charter. 

In facr the Charter of the United 
Nariors contuins several provisions 
concerning the protection of human 
rights aod one of the purposes of 
the organization is to achieve inter- 
national cooperation in the promo- 
tion of, and encouraging respect for, 
human rights and fundamental free- 
doms for all: sce preamble and 
article 1, paragraph 3 of the 
charter. 

Furthermore, under international 
Jaw, a treaty is also void if ir con- 
flicts with a basic principle of 
general internarional law which is 
uccepted and recagnized by the in- 
ternarional community ûs such. As 
far as I am aware, it is not disputed 
that there was a breach of such a 
basle principle caused by the in- 
vasion of a diplomatic mission and 
the taking of diplomatic agers as 
hostages.

By the Staff of Nature 

One way to heed the call for more 
fibre ard less fat {in the western.

From a cosmetic point of 
view, the most effective trans- 
parent tints are those which 
have a ring washer effect—a 
clear periphery, a band of 
coloar covering the iris and a 
clear area over the cornea and 
pupil.

Much of their work has a 
medical purpose. Dr Jonathan 
Kersley, who runs the contact 
lens cliric at Westminster 
Hospital .and also works with 
the Croydon Eye Unit, has 
specialized ir the subject and 
finds the recent rapid develop- 
ments tremendously exciting. 
He has used tinted’ lenses to 
hide the scars mı eyes damaged 
kı road accidents, painted ones 
to block out light from. over- 
sensitive eyes or to biot out the 
vision of one eye in cases of 
double vision, for which there 
iş no cure.

The cost of such Jenses, if 
mor prescribed on the National 
Health, is high. The most ex- 
pensive, at around £200 each, 
mcludirg fitting, are used on 
badly scarred eyes and consist 
of two layers of soft lens mat- 
erial with a coloured ayer 
between, specially handpainted 
to reproduce the eye as it was.
